Authorities probed today the death of Lucille Preston, 16 
y-'-ar old Brainerd high school senior, killed almost instantly at 
9 p. rn. yesterday when the car she was an occupant of turned 
turtle on Ash avenue about IOO feet east of Third avenue. 
A coroner’s jury will meet at IO a. rn. tomorrow at the D. E. 
W hitney mortuary, where the body lies, to investigate the circum­ 
stances of the girl’s death. 
With unmistakable signs of liquor in the death car, 
driver, Dwight “Mickey” McFerran, 24, 501 North 9th street, 
may face a charge of manslaughter. 
Two broken jugs taken from the MeFerran car were in the 
possession of the state today and will be presented as evidence at 
the inquest. 
A blanket saturated with liquor, found in the death car, is 
also in possession of the authorities and will be used as evidence. 
No liquor in liquid form was obtained as the crockery and glass 
containers were broken in the crash.

Mr. H egstad was alone 
in his car, a Ford coupe. 
The car driven by M cFerran blew a 
tire when it struck the Hegstad car 
and as M cFerran lost control the car 
careened madly along the tarvia, took 
to the side of the road at the rear of 
the Lowell school, leaped in the air 
at a slight raise of the surface of the 
ground and crashed radiator down in 
the dirt some twelve feet distant. 
T he Preston girl, who occupied the 
front seat of the coupe with a rumble

SUGGESTS 
2 
UNIVERSITIES 
BE 
USED AS “ASYLUMS FOR THE 
MENTAL DEFECTIVES” 
London, Oct. 16.—(U.R> — Now th at 
B ernard Shaw has suggested the pos­ 
sibility of using the 
Universities 
of 
Oxford and Cambridge as 
“asylums 
for mental defectives,” the graduates 
of E ngland’s oldest 
institutions 
of 
learning are girding their loins for a 
controversy which is soon expected to 
fill columns of the newspapers. 
Shaw delivered his attack against 
Oxford and Cambridge in an address 
at the University of 
Plymouth 
last 
night. 
The thing to do with these unven- 
erable institutions,” 
he said, 
“is to 
raze them to the ground and sow the 
foundation with salt. If it is too much 
trouble to knock them down, use them 
as asylums for the mentally defective. 
You must replace them 
with 
local 
universities.” 
Shaw said he was convinced th a t 
university education was 
destroying 
civilization by dam aging the intellect 
of the student and 
killing 
original 
thought. 
He had but one favorable word for 
Oxford and Cambridge. 
They 
pro­ 
duced good manners. 
“There are two classes of men in 
this country,” said Shaw, “who have 
good social m anners- university men 
and sailors.”

JUDGE SAYS THAT 
PROHIBITION LAWS 
‘ARE THE BUNK’ 


F o rth W orth, Tex., Oct. 16.—(UTT- 
“Prohibition laws are the biggest bunk 
and misfit ever put on the federal 
statutes,” Federal Judge William Shep­ 
pard, siting here by special assign­ 
ment, declared from his bench today. 
‘‘The governm ent spends $500 to try 
a $50 case; they ought to be tried in 
a city court," he said. 
This section provides th a t “no one 
shall 
m anufacture, 
s e l l , 
purchase 
transport, 
or 
prescribe 
any 
liquor 
without first obtaining a perm it from 
the commissioner of internal revenue 
so to do, except that a person may, 
without a permit, purchase and use 
liquor when prescribed by a physician 
as herein provided . . . 
Sheppard recently introduced a bill 
which would m ake the purchaser of 
liquor equally punishable under law 
with the bootlegger. 
He is known as 
the father of the eighteenth am end­ 
ment. 
“No one can escape the proposition." 
he said in his announcem ent todav, 
“th a t the buyer of intoxicating liquor 
is equally guilty with the seller, if the 
liquor traffic is to he considered a 
crime. 
As long as people of standing 
and influence and wealth, m any of 
them supporters of the prohibition law 
in public, violators of it in private, 
m ay continue legally to purchase bev­ 
erage alcohol, prohibition will be han­ 
dicapped.”

PLAN YOUR HOME SCENIC EFFECTS 


Often the beauty of a home is en­ 
hanced to a marked extent, by proper 
landscaping. 
The house, attractive 
enough with its modern lines, takes 
on a new appeal, when vines, flowers 
and shrubbery are planted and train­ 
ed. 
Modernization includes landscaping 
and emphasis should be 
placed 
on 
this statement. 
The home is up to 
date only when 
lawns 
have 
been 
planted and shrubbery set out. Other­ 
wise the residence is raw and unfin­ 
ished. 
The mere fact that a house is sur­ 
rounded by an attractive lawn often 
leads the average person to believe 
that the home-owner has taken com­ 
plete steps to make his property mod­ 
ern. 
The lawn is really the first step 
in the plan. 
Landscaping Improves Property 
The illustrations on this page show 
interesting before and after views. The 
lawn in the lower picture is most at­ 
tractive. 
The grass is well cared for, 
being trimmed and neat. 
Yet what a difference resulted when 
shrubbery was set out and allowed to 
grow. 
Three years had elapsed when 
the top illustration was taken. 
During that interval shrubbery had 
been set along the edge of the lawn ; 
bordering the public sidewalk. Anoth­ 
er strip of shrubbery was planted 
near the foundations of the building 
and a tree set out in the front lawn 
in a spot calculated to give shade a 
few years hence. 


Exterior Rem ains Unchanged 
The exterior of the house remains 
unchanged with the exception of add­ 
ing the gay awnings which protect the 
windows on the South and W est ele­ 
vations. 
Yet the difference in appear­ 
ance is remarkable. 
One view is bare 
and incomplete; the other 
inviting. 
No matter how effective the lines of 
the house or how attractive the inter­ 
ior, a hospitable, homey effect is se­ 
cured by the use of shrubbery 
and 
flowers. 


Architects Realize Importance 
of Landscaping 
Many architects when planning the 
design of a home insist on landscap­ 
ing the grounds at the same time. 
They know that the effectiveness of 
the exterior depends largely on the 
surroundings and that full justice to 
the original idea can only be secured 
when the lawns are properly handled. 
The home garden is usually divided 
into lawn, flowers and vegetable gard­ 
ens, and service yard. 
The flower garden should be laid 
out so that it will be enjoyed from 
the windows of the house. 
The veget­ 
able garden should be located at the 
back of the lot as it 
is 
strictly 
a 
utilitarian projejct. 
Often the two 
are divided by hedges or 
a 
lattice 
fenfce, over which vines can grow. 
Lawns Essential to Home 
Well cared for lawns are essential 


j if the house can be properly set off 
The lawns should be as spacious as 
possible and should not be cut. up by 
shrubbery or flower beds, 
as 
these 
limit the sweep of the lawn. 
Flowers and shrubbery are usually 
placed along the edge of the lawn or 
massed near the house. 
Often a low 
privet hedge grows next to the side­ 
walk, at the corners masses of flowers 
being placed to break the positive dir­ 
ection of line. 


Get Advice on Landscaping 
The yard should be landscaped ac­ 
cording to a definite plan. This should 
be worked out before the lawns and 
shrubbery are set out, but often when 
modernizing it is necessary to take 
the lawn as it stands and m ake the 
needed im provements. 
The home ow ner who is T io t e x ­ 
perienced with flowers or shrubbery 
needs the advice of com petent land­ 
scape artists. 
The landscaping of a 
plot of ground is an im portant factor 
in the final appearance of the home 
and it is always wise to seek the ser­ 
vices of men who know and who can 
visualize the final result..

PANELED 
WALLS RICH IN 
DECORATIVE APPEAL 


FRENCH PANELING IS VERY 
POPULAR 
Ju st at the present tim e there seems 
to be a revival in the use of paneled 
walls when finishing the interior of 
the house. 
Paneled walla have long been held 
tr be su.table only for the residence 
of the man of wealth. 
The price of 
panels was the determ ining factor in 
days gone by. Since the cost of panel­ 
ing was high, their use was evidence 
of wealth. 
Today improved m ethods have low­ 
ered costs. The new er kinds of panels 
and different ways of achieving the 
paneled effect have placed such walls 
within the reach of all. 
W hereas the walls of the residence 
of gone-by days 
were 
finished 
in 
painted and stained woods, today wall 


ed background with mouldings applied 
in pleasing rectangles. 
One of the features of French panel­ 
ing is its appropriateness to practic­ 
ally any interior, no m atter w h at the 
style or s iz e of the house. 
If a sm ooth 
plaster wall is not available, d ecorat­ 
o rs’ canvas may be applied first as a 
background for the moulding. 
The range of color effects 
is 
u n ­ 
limited. 
The panels m ay harm onize 
with the borders or they m ay con­ 
trast with them. 
E ither or both m ay 
be plain or patterned. 
Wall paper 
m ay be used instead of paint. 
Size and Spacing of Panels 
Im portant 
The size and spacing of the panels 
largely determ ines the effect that, re­ 
sults. 
Each room differs from a n ­ 
other. 
Each wall usually differs again 
from another wall. 
The eye of an a r ­ 
tist is required to lay out the panels 
so th at the proportions are satisfac­ 
tory to the eye. 


FLYING ANTS ENDANGER 
WOODWORK OF HOUSE 


Back In the horse and buggy days 
the front porch was a favorite spot 
during the sum m er months, but with 
the coming of the 
automobile 
the 
family prefer to take a long ride in 
their car when endeavoring to keep 
cool and comfortable. 
The front porch therefore is rapidly 
falling into disuse. 
Many 
families 
when remodeling the house now speci­ 
fy a small stoop which protects the 
doorway during inclem ent 
weather. 
The porch has been discarded by these 
home owners as being an unnecessary 
expense. 


USE ROSE LADDERS 


TO TRAIN THE VINES 


Along the side of your house you 
can build a simple trellis so that w hen 
growing roses and other vinces you 
can train them to grow up to m ake 
a graceful, decorative effect. 
Rose ladders are easily constructed 
or m ay be purchased from m anufac­ 
turers. 
They should harmonize with 
your home and m ay be 
painted 
in 
keeping with the rest fo the house. 


The foundation of a building, w hen 
m ade of wood, should always rest on 
board and plaster board may be used. I brick or concrete and never on the

by “insulating” the woodwork from ^ 
contact with the ground. 
It can be accom plished by the use j 
of stone or concrete foundations and 
with the lower flooring and founda­ 
tions im pregnated with coal ta r creo­ 
sote.

Term ites need m oisture to survive. 
Insulating the woodwork causes them 
to die out. 
Complete insulation of all 


un treated woodwork from the ground 
is the only effective method of pre­ 
venting the ravages of 
term ites 
in 
buildings in the United States.
